Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Connelly-Cushwa telephoned Ruthleen E. Uy to discuss a 
newly discovered reference, Nitta et al., that was brought to the Examiner's attention after a Notice of Allowability had 
been mailed in the present case, and to discuss a possible amendment to claim 1. Ms. Connelly-Cushwa proposed 
adding "non-diffracted" before light in line 3 of claim 1 and adding "wherein the photodetector is positioned at the end 
face of the plastic fiber, without an optical system intervening between the plastic fiber and the semiconductor light 
receiving devices" after "fiber" in the last line of claim 1. The limitation "without an optical system intervening between 
the plastic fiber and the semiconductor light receiving devices" would need to be deleted from claim 2 if the proposed 
amendment to claim 1 is accepted. Ms. Uy agreed to pass the suggestion along to the Applicant and to contact Ms. 
Connelly-Cushwa with a response.
